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PREFACE 


Ayurveda, the Indian system of medicine has endeared the 
people of Kerala from a very long period. Consequently, 
manuscripts in Ayurveda can be found here in abundance. Most of 
such manuscripts are with private custodians about whom only a 
very little is now known. Dr. K. V. Sarma has made a survey of 
the Science texts in Sanskrit in the manuscript repositories of Kerala 
and Tamilnadu. The repositories covered are those on which 
information is obtained to him. Many other repositories, especially 
private, are yet to be surveyed. Even with this limitation Dr. Sarma 
could enlist 1286 Ayurveda manuscripts out of which 586 are 
independent texts. He states that the ayurvedic texts composed in 
Kerala outnumber those produced in Tamilnadu. 

It is heartening to see that some of the institutions like 
Government Ayurveda College - Trivandrum, Kottakkal 
Aryavaidyasala and the Oriental Research Institute & Manuscripts 
Library, University of Kerala take interest in the publication of 
Ayurveda manuscripts. The Ayurveda manuscripts published from 
Oriental Research Institute & Manuscripts Library under the 
Trivandrum Sanskrit Series and Trivandrum Malayalam Series are 
as follows: 

Hrdayapriya, Matahgalila, Astangahrdaya, Jvaranirnaya, 
Bhojanakutuhala, Vaidyamanjari, Tantrayuktivicara, 
Astangasaram Bhasa, Matahgalila (Malayalam) and Asvacikitsa. 
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In addition, many small works in Ayurveda were published through 
the two Journals of this institution viz. Journal of Manuscript 
Studies and Praceenakairali. The present publication 
'Madanadinighantu' brought out as TSS. No. 268 is a new addition 
to the Ayurveda publications of this institution. 

Madanadinighantu is a 10th century work by Candranandana. 
It is useful not only for the Ayurveda physicians but also for those 
who are interested in this system. Since the Thiruvananthapuram 
manuscript gives the Malayalam equivalence of the medicinal 
items, it gives an added advantage to the Malayalam knowing 
readers. The Indices and the meanings of the Malayalam medicinal 
terms given at the end of the book, it is hoped, will be useful even 
to the nonexperts in Ayurveda. 

For writing the Introduction of this book, though different 
works were consulted, the following two books need to be specially 
mentioned. They are (1) 'Ayurveda Itihasam' a publication of the 
Government Ayurveda College Thiruvananthapuram edited by Dr. 
K. P. Sreekumary Amma and (2) Kerala Sanskrit Literature - A 
Bibliography by Dr. S. Venkitasubramonia Iyer, Kerala University 
Sanskrit Department Publication. 

I express my sincere thanks to the staff and management of 
S.B. Press (P) Ltd, Thiruvananthapuram for the interest they have 
shown in getting this book printed.

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INTRODUCTION 


Ayurveda is the science of health. The etymology ‘ayuso 
vedah - ayurvedah’ clearly indicates this fact. It is a major discipline 
and is not confined to the health problems and their remedies 
concerning the human beings only but also of all living beings. 
Thus in addition to the human beings, other living beings like birds, 
animals, plants and trees do come under the purview of Ayurveda. 
In short, the health aspects coming under the veterinary and 
agricultural sciences are also part of this medical science. It has 
eight major branches. They are: salya (surgery), salakya (cure of 
diseases of the eyes, ears etc by using salakas or sharp instruments) 
(3) kayacikitsa (cure of diseases affecting the whole body) (4) 
bhutavidya (psychotherapy) (5) kaumarabhrtya (paediatrics) (6) 
agadatantra (science of antidotes) (7) rasayanatantra (preparation 
and application of elixirs) and vajikaranatantra (aphrodisiacs). 

The Ayurveda system of medicine has a hoary past and its 
roots can be traced back to prehistoric times. The remnants obtained 
from Harappa and Mohenjodaro reveal that even at the time of 
Indus Valley Civilization (4-3 millennium B.C) the ayurvedic 
medicines were in vogue. Sir John Marshall identified krsnagoja 
obtained from Mohenjodaro as ‘silajatu’ (bratanum) an important 
medicine in Ayurveda. Similarly ‘harinasrngam’ was obtained 
from there and it is widely used in ayurvedic treatments. There is 
ample proof to substantiate that ayurvedic medicines were practiced 
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in India from ancient times to till date without having a discontinuity 
and that is why references on Ayurveda are seen in the literary 
works of all periods. During the Vedic period Ayurveda was a 
well developed science. Among the Vedas it is Atharva which gives 
more information on Ayurveda. Discussions can be seen in it on 
human physiology, causes for diseases and their cure and 
prevention. This close relationship between Ayurveda and 
Atharvaveda is recognized by Caraka through his statement 
“caturnam rgsamayajuratharvavedanam atmanoratharvavede 
bhaktiradesya..”. But due to the nature of this science, acaryas 
like Vedavyasa consider it as an Upaveda of Rgveda. “sarvesamapi 
vedanam upavedo bhavati. rgvedasya ayurveda upavedah” The 
mentioning of Ayurveda can be seen in Puranas also. 
Brahmavaivarttaka Purana, one of the Astadasapuranas considers 
Ayurveda as the essence of the Vedas. 

Early inscriptions like those of Asoka (3rd century B.C) do 
indicate the popularity of Ayurveda among the ancient Indians. 
For instance, the 2nd inscription of Asoka reads “sarvatra vijite 
devanampiyasya pasumanusyanam”. It gives information to the 
fact that during his period there were separate centres for medical 
treatment for human beings and animals. The 13th inscription of 
Asoka shows that there existed different treatments for human 
beings and animals. It becomes more evident from the works like 
Asvacikitsa of Jayadatta, Matarigalila of Narayana and 
Vrksayurveda of Surapala. It is to be remembered that Ayurveda 
was respected by everybody in India. Because of this, Rsis like 
Kasyapa consider it as the fifth Veda. 
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Literary Tradition of Ayurveda 

The Bower manuscripts (3rd Century A.D) throw much light 
on the ayurvedic tradition of India. Bower manuscripts are those 
which are traced in 1890 by the British Lieutenant Bower from 
Kuchiar in Chinese Turkestan. These manuscripts are grouped into 
five sections and the first among them is Ayurveda. The ancient 
works on this science are those of the acaryas like Dhanvantari, 
Susruta, Caraka, Atreya, Bharadvaja, Punarvasu etc. Dhanvantari 
is considered to be the early practitioner of Ayurveda. He is believed 
to be the physician of the Gods, said to have been originated at the 
churning of Ksirasagara with a cup of nectar in his hand. 

“laksmikaustubha parijatakusuma dhanvantariscandrama 
gavo kamadugha suresvaragajo rambhadi devariganah 
asvah saptamukho visam haridhanuh 

sarikho’mrtamcambudheh 

ratnaniha caturdasa pratidinam kuryuh sada marigalam”. 

Subsequent to this famous acarya, many other scholars in 
Ayurveda are also known as ‘Dhanvantari’. It can be seen that 
one of the ‘Nine Jewels’ of the royal court of Emperor 
Vikramaditya was a person named Dhanvantari. The following 
verse proves this fact. 

“dhanvantari ksapanakamarasimha sarikhu 
vetalabhatta ghatakarpara kalidasa 
khyato varahamihiromrpatersabhayam 
ratnanivai vararucimava vikramasya”. 
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Divodasa the king of Kasi, a famous scholar in Ayurveda 
was also known as Dhanvantari. This is evidenced from the 
following verse of Bhavaprakasa. 

“visvamitro munistesu putram susrutamuktavan 
vatsa varanasim gaccha tvam visvesavaravallabham 
tatra namna divodasah kasirajo’sti bahujah 
sa hi dhanvantarih saksadayurvedavidam varah. 
pitrvacanamakarnya susrutah kasikam gatah 
tena sardham samadhyetum munisunusatam yayuh”. 

The above verse not only mentions the fact that Divodasa is 
known as Dhanvantari but also states that Susruta is the son of 
Visvamitra. Susruta the great acarya was a specialist in surgery. 
He is the author of the famous work Susrutasamhita. The original 
work might have been lost and the present text appears to be a 
later modification based on the surgical experiences of individuals 
like Aupadhenva and Aurabhra. Another great acarya in Ayurveda 
is Caraka. He is considered as a wandering mendicant and is the 
author of the famous Carakasamhita. He is an authority in 
Kayacikitsa. Svaminatha the author of Carakapancika (7th century 
A.D) opines that Caraka is none other than Patanjali, the author of 
Mahabhasya. This view does not get acceptance since Caraka 
belongs to Pancaladesa and Patanjali belongs to Gonarda 
(Kasmira). Moreover Patanjali’s period (2nd Century B.C) is said 
to be later to that of Caraka. Another eminent personality in this 
medicinal system is Atreya. He is the son of sage Atri. He is one 
of the most respected among the early acaryas and is believed to 
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have a separate school of thought in Ayurveda. Bharadvaja is an 
ardent follower of the Atreya School. Bharadvaja is said to be the 
son of Brhaspati and the father of Drona. References to Bharadvaja 
are found in Rg and Atharva Vedas and also in Itihasas like 
Mahabharata and Ramayana. He is the author of the works 
Bharadvajiyam and Bhesajakalpam. Another follower of Atreya 
is his disciple Punarvasu, the author of Bhelasamhita. 

Subsequent to the dawn of Christian era too there existed a 
good number of great scholars in Ayurveda. The most outstanding 
among them is Vagbhata (Vahata). His renowned work 
Astangahrdaya is an authoritative treatise and is very popular all 
over India. The very fact that a large number of commentaries 
have been brought out for this work by different scholars indicate 
the prominence of this work. Vagbhata a Brahmin by birth but a 
Buddhist by faith is the son of Sahghagupta. He belongs to the 
Sindh region and his period is 6th Century A.D. Though 
Astangahrdaya is an independent work it is a quintessence of the 
works of both Caraka and Susruta. 

It may be noted that most of the Ayurveda works still remain 
-in manuscript forms. Ayurveda manuscripts can be found even in 
almost all the villages of India. Many such manuscripts are still 
unread and thus unrecognized. Among them it is possible that a 
few might be works which are not yet known to the world. Similarly 
some of them might be written by scholars about whom no 
information is so far available. 
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Ayurveda Tradition in Kerala 

The impact of Ayurveda is deep rooted in Kerala society. 
This system got acceptance and popularity in this region from a 
very early period. There exist traditional families who engage 
themselves in the practice of Ayurveda. Such families can be seen 
without having any caste or religious restriction. That is, they are 
found in both forward and backward communities. Among them 
some profess general medicine while some others are specialists 
in any one of the fields such as Toxicology, Ophthalmology, 
Orthopaedics etc. Certain families concentrate both on Jyotisa and 
Ayurveda. When compared to other oriental medicinal systems 
like Siddha, Unani etc., people from all walks of life in Kerala 
show much affinity towards Ayurveda. Even after the advent of 
allopathic medicine in India, at no point of time the popularity of 
Ayurveda was diminished in Kerala. The flora and fauna and the 
consequent easy availability of medicinal plants might have given 
much impetus to the preparation and practice of ayurvedic 
medicines in this part of the country. To some extent, modem 
techniques for diagnosis of diseases and preparation of medicines 
are adopted in order to suit the modem way of life. Even then, 
generally speaking, ayurvedic tradition is retained and professed 
in Kerala without hampering its traditional purity. 

Important works on Ayurveda were well studied and 
exhaustive commentaries on them were produced by Keralites. 
Among the ayurvedic treatises, Vagbhata’s Astaiigahrdaya is the 
most popular one in Kerala. Several commentaries of this work 
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are found in this region. Among them Pathya of anonymous 
authorship, Vakyapradipika of Alattur Paramesvaran Nambi (chpts 
1 - 10 of Sutrasthana), Kairali comentary for the Uttarasthana by 
Planthol Moosad, Astangahrdayavyakhya of Govinda Pisharadi 
are a few examples. Astahgahrdayakosa of K.M. Vaidyar provides 
the technical terms of Astangahrdaya arranged in alphabetical 
order. There are many independent works and commentaries by 
Kerala authors. Following are a few examples for the same. 
Visanarayaniya of Narayana, a 16th century work on Toxicology 
is an authoritative one. Hrdayapriya of Vaikkattu Paccumoothatu 
is a major work and it contains four parts consisting of sixty 
chapters. This popular work is of 1865 and published under 
Trivandrum Sanskrit Series (TSS 111). Sukhasadhaka consisting 
of twelve khandas is an abridgement of Hrdayapriya. It is by the 
same author and is of 1881. Vadakkeppat Narayanan Nair brought 
out Anugrahamimamsa in six sections. This work deals with 
Bacteriology. P.S.Variyar’s Astangasariraka is an important work. 
It is based on Astangahrdaya and other ayurvedic works. This work 
is published in 1925 along with a tippani called Gudharthabodhini. 
It incorporates some western ideas also. Another work 
Brhaccariraka in twenty one chapters by the same author deals 
with human Anatomy and Physiology combining Indian and 
Western systems. Sadacaravrttivarttana a work of Aryasarman 
consists of seventeen chapters. It discusses both Vaidya and 
Vedanta. Sarvagaralapramocana of Kuttamattu Ramakurup is a 
valuable work having twelve chapters. This work deals with the 
treatment of poison. Yogasarasangraha of Vasudeva explains 
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different kinds of medicinal preparations. Arogyasastra of 
Kodungalloor Kochunni Thampuran with his own commentary is 
a noteworthy publication. Rasatantra of A.R. Rajarajavarma and 
Rasamanjari of Thaikkat Narayanan Moosad deal with 
Rasayanatantra. Cikitsasthana of Keralavarma Ilayaraja of Cochin 
Palace, Hrdayollasa commentary of Susrutasamhita by C.K. 
Vasudeva Sarma and his Malayalam commentaries for 
Carakasamhita, Sukhasadhaka, Sarngadharasamhita, 
Anjananidanam, Astasthanapariksa and Yogaratnakara require 
special mention. Vasudeviya commentary on Astangahrdaya is 
also of the above author. K.M. Narayanan Vaidyar’s Malayalam 
commentaries for Susrutasamhita and Sutrasthana of 
Astangahrdaya are very valuable. Vacaspatya commentary on 
Carakasamhita by Vacaspati T.C. Parameswaran Moosad, 
Lilaplava commentary for Astangahrdaya by Vasudevan Moosad, 
the Malayalam commentary Prakasika for Astangahrdaya by 
Raghavan Tirumulpad, Sararthadarpana commentary for 
Astangahrdaya by Kaikkulangara Rama Variyar, Arunodaya 
commentary on Astangahrdaya by Kayikkara Govindan Vaidyar, 
the Gudharthacandrika commentary for Sarhgadharam by Cheppat 
Acyuta Variyar, Sarabodhini commentary on Astangahrdaya by 
Kochu Sankaran Vaidyan, Bhaskara commentary of 
Astangahrdaya by Uppottu Kannan and Alpabuddhiprabodhanam 
a Malayalam commentary of Astangahrdaya by Sreekantha are 
some valuable commentaries on ayurvedic treatises by Kerala 
authors. In addition to this, many commentaries for Astangahrdaya 
in different languages are popular in Kerala. A few among them 
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are Nidanacintamani, Balabodhini, Hrdya, Uddhyota, 
Sariketamanjari, Vagbhatakhandanamandana, Vaiduryakabhasya, 
Vijneyarthaprakasika, Lalita and Pancika. 

Sutikamrtam written by Kayikkara Govindan Vaidyar is a 
commendable publication. His translation of Astangahrdaya 
entitled Astaiigahrdayabhasa is a work to be specially mentioned. 
So also the Malayalam translation of the Sutrasthana of 
Astangahrdaya by Kesavan Embranthiri is a useful contribution 
to this field. There is a Manipravalakavya in Ayurveda and its 
name is Yogamrtam and the author of this work is Uppottu 
Kannan. 

Nighantus in Ayurveda 

Most of the ancient works on Ayurveda are in Sanskrit 
language. The meanings of the Sanskrit words found in Ayurveda 
quite often vary from their literary meanings. For example, the 
literary meaning of the word ‘Dvija’ (twice bom) is Brahmin. In 
Ayurveda this word is used in the sense of teeth. The widely 
understood meaning of Sanskrit term ‘Sannyasa’ is renunciation 
of worldly pleasures (sam nyasate iti sannyasah). In Ayurveda this 
word indicates catalepsy (coma stage). ‘Bhavana’ in Ayurveda 
refers to pharmaceutical process and not imagination. A good 
number of similar words can be found in Ayurveda which exhibit 
considerable variation from their ordinary meanings. Hence the 
Sanskrit works on Ayurveda if need to be studied and understood 
correctly the knowledge of the specialized meanings of the Sanskrit 
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ayurvedic terms is inevitable. Such a necessity caused the origin 
of a good number of Ayurveda Nighantus. Among them some are 
the usual dictionary type while some others are encyclopedic in 
nature. A detailed list of all Ayurvedic Nighantus and their 
classification are not attempted since the present aim is only to 
cite some of the important Nighantus in Ayurveda. The following 
are a few such works: 

Madanavinodanighantu, Madanapalanighantu, Madanadi 
nighantu, Kaiyadevanighantu, Susrutanighantu, Abhinavacinta 
manisara, Astanganighantu, Astangahrdayanighantu, Ayurveda 
nighantu, Ausadhinamani, Ausadhinighantu, Daksinamurti 
nighantu, Dravyaratnakaranighantu, Paryayamanjari, Vaidyagana 
nighantu, Sataslokinighantu, Sarasahgrahanighantu and 
Hrdayanighantu 

The Present work 

This Edition of Madanadinighantu is based on a single palm- 
leaf manuscript (bearing the No. 1086 - A) kept in the Oriental 
Research Institute & Manuscripts Library, University of Kerala. 
The manuscript is complete except for the initial benedictory verse. 
Though the language is Sanskrit it is written in Malayalam script. 
The number of folios is 14 and the number of granthas is 220. The 
folios are of 24 cms in length and 4.5 cms in width. It is an old 
manuscript but is readable. The work consists of 32 ganas 
comprising 285 entries of medicinal items. There are three more 
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manuscripts in Kerala. They are in Government Sanskrit College - 
Trippunithura, Kumarapuram Palace - Ollur and Cirattaman Illam 
- Kottayam. The Trippunithura manuscript is complete but is very 
old and brittle. Even a Xerox copy taken from it could not be read 
and hence not utilized for this Edition. The information on Ollur 
and Cirattaman manuscripts are obtained from secondary sources 
and that too only after the printing of this book was started. A 
published Edition of this work by Shri. N.S, Moos is available and 
it is mainly based on the manuscript from Cirattaman Illam. The 
Trivandrum manuscript shows considerable variation from that. 
The information on Ollur manuscript is obtained from a recent 
publication ‘Science Texts in Sanskrit Manuscripts Repositories 
of Kerala and Tamilnadu’ by Dr. K. V. Sarma. 

As the name Madanadinighantu suggests, it provides 
information on medicinal items commencing from ‘madana’. The 
word ‘madana’ means emetic nut which is one of the eight drugs 
in Astavarga and its botanical name is ‘Randia Dumetorum’. The 
first verse begins with ‘madana’ and hence the name 
Madanadinighantu. The description of items dealt with is in verses 
and in them synonyms of each entry are pointed out. In addition, 
the work also provides information on the cure of the diseases for 
which each item is used. Madanadinighantu is also known as 
‘Gananighantu’. For every entry the corresponding Malayalam 
word.is given in the Trivandrum manuscript on which this Edition 
is prepared. 
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Author and Date 


This work is composed in the pattern of 
‘Madanapalanighantu’. Hence it is obvious that the author of 
Madanadinighantu is subsequent to Madanapala. The name and 
the period of the author are not mentioned in Trivandrum 
manuscript. At the outer folio it is written ‘Madhavan vaka’ (owned 
by Madhavan). It means that the owner of this manuscript is one 
Madhavan. Since Malayalam equivalents are given for each and 
every entry and the script used is Malayalam, the scribe and the 
owner (even if they are same or different) belong to Kerala. 
However in the vandanasloka found in other manuscripts the names 
of the author and his father are mentioned. 

“pranamya murdhna sarvajnam nighanturabhidhiyate 
candranandanasamj nena ravinandanas ununa 
astangahrdayoktesu ganesu madanadisu 
dravyesu viprakirnesu tatha samjnantaresu ca”. 

From this it becomes clear that the author of 
Madanadinighantu is Candranandana, the son of Ravinandana. 
Shri. N.S. Moos says that a manuscript of this work is kept in the 
‘Bibliotheque Nationale’ in Paris and it consists of 33 ganas. He 
further states that the title page of this manuscript reads 
“sriravinandanasunu candranandanakrtah gananighantu”. It shows 
that this work Madanadinighantu is also known as ‘Gananighantu’ 
and its author is Candranandana, the son of Ravinandana. 
Candranandana is also the author of the Padarthacandrika 
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commentary of Sutrasthana of Astangahrdaya. Though the period 
of the author is not mentioned in any of the above manuscript, the 
scholars are of the opinion that Candranandana lived during 10th 
century A.D. 

In this Edition the entry numbers and the titles are given by 
the present Editor. The titles of the entries are chosen arbitrarily 
from the synonyms given under each item. In the manuscript, the 
Malayalam terms are mostly found in the middle and in a few 
instances at the end of the description of the item. The change of 
bringing them to the top and placing them in brackets on the right 
side of the title is a change effected by the Editor. The indices 
given at the end of the book are new additions of the Editor. Hope 
this work published under Trivandrum Sanskrit Series will be useful 
to all those who are engaged in the study, research and practicing 
of Ayurveda.

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Madanadinighantu is an important 
treatise in the field of Ayurveda- 
nighantus. This 10th century work 
is by Chandranandana, the author 
of Padarthacandrika commentary 
on the Sutrasthana of Astanga- 
hrdaya. This Nighantu enlists 285 
medicinal items under 32 ganas. A 
comprehensive description of each 
item is given providing information 
on their nature and use. It also 
enlists the synonyms of each entry. 
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
